WORDS and MUSIC 
Act I 

Barton College, a small school for select young ladles 
and gentlemen, was thick in .tradition and had a profess- 
orial staff more classical than modern in its tendencies. 

The annual presentation of . an operetta, written by the 
head of the dramatic art department, was one of Barton’s 
traditions; but that year a calamity threatened, for the 
present head of the department was confined to her bed 
with a severe case of measles. This was Barton’s predic- 
ament as the curtain rose. 

Following President Fussbutton’s announcement of the 
pending disaster, a ray of hope came to dispel the gloom 
when two of Barton’s most sedate professors offered to 
collaborate on a show. Anastasius Longword, dean of men 
and head of the English department, was to write the 
story and lyrics, although his literary tastes were as 
Elizabethan as the Elizabethans themselves. Samanthia 
Highnote, dean of women and. head of the music department, 
was to write the music. She was acquainted with no comp- 
oser more modern than Beethoven; but nothing daunting, 
she looked forward to setting Dean Longword* s lyrics to 
music. 

A mutual admiration, dating to their first meeting 
many years ago In Venice and since carried on at a dist- 
ance, inspired the two deans to their best creative en- 
deavors. However, Dean Longword discovered that the pon- 
derous quality of his blank verse was not the stuff that 
operettas were made of. At the suggestion of John War- 
ren, his secretary, the ^ean sketched a slight plot, and 
John sent it to a "friend in New York," who agreed In 
strictest confidence to supply the modernism. Thus the 
dean hoped to hold and perhaps to increase Samanthia* s 
regard for him. The curtain descended on Act I as John 
and the dean decided that measles or • no measlts-” things 
were going to happen!” 

Act II 

Similarly, Dean Highnote was assailed by the certainty 
of her inadequacy to produce a modern score and so confi- 
ded in her secretary, Mary Allen. Mary, who was fond of 
and in turn much admired by John Warren, offered to send 
the libretto to a "friend in New York" who would write 
the modern music. 

John and Mary had talked the whole thing over and en- 
joyed many a laugh over their intrigue. And so it ! happ- 
ened that the "yound man" in New York was a bit slow in 
returning the finished libretto; thus a humorous situa- 
tion arose which forced the jittery Longword to pass the 
manuscript to the frantic Highnote, who, also without a
